Six years ago, I brought my family to Canada on one of 
the last of the CP steamship crossings. Like any "new boy" 
I was extremely apprehensive. I wondered, not unnaturally, 
how 1 would get along with Canada, Canadian boys and 
Stanstead College. The past six years have been good years 
and I now regard Stanstead as "home". Just a month ago, I 
took out Canadian citizenship. 

How things have changed at Stanstead College. So many 
of the dreams of former Headmasters have come true. A 
full school, a waiting list, enrollment for years ahead, and 
a physical plant to match the best in the land.

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IT WAS A VERY GOOD YEAR. A very good year for teams and those who elected to participate 
in the individual sports programme. 

On record our most outstanding teams were Varsity Football, Varsity Basketball, Junior 'A' 
Soccer, Junior 'A' Hockey and Cross-Country skiing. 

The Varsity Football squad completed yet another undefeated season to make four in a row. 
Jimmy Etcheverry, the team's quarterback, was voted the best High School prospect in the province 
and awarded the Pea Head Walker Trophy at a press conference held in Montreal. 

The Varsity Basketball won the local league championship, but failed in the play-offs, after a 
long, hard season. Coach Denney was delighted with his men - on and off the court - and reported 
most enthusiastically of their terrific season at the school's Athletic Assembly. 

The success of the two Junior teams reflects the kind of keen, athletic and dedicated young men 
who wear the red and white in the Lower School. So many wanted to represent THEIR school in both 
Soccer and Hockey that it was necessary to form two teams (Junior ’A’ and Junior 'B'). The strong 
showing at this level augers well for the future. 

You have to feel sorry for the skiers - the cross-country enthusiasts in particular. The 

weather never gave them a kind thought and many a set of new cross-country equipment hardly left 

the gymnasium store. However, the team did go to the Canadian Marathon and distinguished them- 
selves. 

Although (on record) we achieved some 'measured' successes, there were many, many 'un- 
measured' ones. A large number of boys enjoyed the thrill and excitement of merely participating 
in individual sports activities where there is no league or cup or chance of a school award. 

Activities ranged from archery, to tennis; squash; fencing, rifle-shooting; scuba diving; life- 
saving; curl mg and multifarious other indoor and outdoor recreational pursuits. 
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It is because of the overall participation and involvement I feel justified in saying that it was 
indeed "a very good year". Let the album of team photographs and the montage of action shots on 
the following pages bear witness to this.

THE AGE OF ANXIETY 

I feel that the most troubled and insecure period in our lives 
is adolescence. Each stage of life has its problems and obstacles 
to overcome, but somehow these seem much more pronounced 
during adolescence. Many things in our lives influence us be- 
tween the time we are born and the time we die, but in my opinion, 
we are most influenced between the ages of 12 and 20. It is at this 
stage in life that we begin to recognize our ambitions and hopes in 
a practical way. 

Probably the greatest influence at this age is the mass media 
and peers. Advertising, such as cigarette commercials, may say, 
in a subtle way that smoking is an indication of maturity and so- 
phistication. Even if a person takes no notice of these advertise- 
ments there are also peer pressures. The basic aim of the ad' 
is reinforced by what a person's friends might say or do. If he is 
too weak-willed to refuse, or if, deep down, he wants to try it then these pressures are sure to 
produce some effect. 

Another problem at this stage of life is insecurity. It is because of this insecurity that a task 
may seem frightening or a failure may cause someone to feel inferior or to evade the problem. Of 
course, not all people are insecure at this stage, but it is amplified for those who are. The tendency 
in almost all cases is to outgrow this. Basic insecurities may also stem from childhood as in the 
case of apathetic or disinterested parents. This is something that is not easily outgrown or shaken 
off. A person who may be apprehensive around girls or nervous about school work should not be 
confused with a person who dreads being in public or who has trouble functioning in society. 

During the adolescent stage an insecure person may start using drugs as an escape from his 
problems. The drugs, if not prescription drugs, obviously do not help him, but they do console him 
until he has to face the problems again. Drugs are not really a problem. They are the symptoms of 
a problem. However, drug use and abuse is not always the symptom of a problem either. Some 
people simply take drugs for the thrill or the feeling of adventure. In my opinion, it is perfectly 
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natural for a person to want to experience a thrill and experiment with drugs. In a group, getting 
"stoned" although a bit pointless, is the "in" thing to do. The "stoned" feeling is a conversation 
piece for the group and a feeling which they can experience together.
